In writing of a, planoforte 
recital in Hongkong by such a 
world-famous artist as Benno 
Molsciwitsch thero {a no need to 
attempt, a technical musigal, 
description of the event, for one 
after hearing . Inst night's 
recital in the Theatre Royal, that 
it is sufficient to say that 
Moiseiwitsch played as superbly. as 
aman with his great reputation 
was expected to play. . 

For. many years, Moiselwitsch 
has been counted as one’ of the 
world's — grentest planists—an 
artist .who gives a beautifully 
fresh interpretation even to com- 
positions that have been “done to 
death.”

Last night's recital was playe 
on a new Grotian-Stainweg piano,

The final part of the programme 
comprised varied offerings, begin- 
ning with Ruchmantnoll's Prelude 
in G Minor—a well-known and 
Jovely composition. , The “Clare de 
Lune" by Debussy; Cyril Scott's 
Russian Dance; two highly colour- 
ful compositions by Palmgren; a 
short work by Granados; and one 
of Liszt's rhapsodies mado up 
the concluding... #roup, every 
item being rapturously received 
hy the audience, For sheer tech- 

iigat's rhapsody is beyond 
the ability’ of most pianists, and 
the consummite skill with which 
Moelsolwiteh erashed out pandfuls 
of notea earned for him 4 burst 
of enthnaiastic applause, Jiu. very 
kindly obliged by giving as eNn- 
cores two Chopin waltzes...

WILL SHARE PROFITS BUT ” 


SHANGHAI COMPLAINT. 
Condeinaing the business policy 
of somo compradorca in foreign 
houses here whom ho deel: 
swere always glad of a share in ‘tho 
profits but would Icave the losses 
to bo borne. entirely by their 
foreign employers, Dr, F, Whil- 
helm, counsel for Glathe anil Witt, 

a German firm .of importers and 
exporters of 106 Szechucn Road, 
asked . tho’ Provisional Court ‘fn 
Shanghai last week to dismiss @ 
claim broaght against his clients 
by a former compradoro. who filod 
suit to cover Tis. 8,106 with in- 
forest, representing his alleged 
‘unpaid commissions: - 

- Glatho and Witt also brought o 
counterclaim against the plaintiff 
for Ts, 3,104, representing the 
alleged extent of lossea Bustaine’ 
through rion-fulfilment of contract 
on tho part of dealers {ntroduced 
by the compradore. They held 
that tho losses ‘were far in exccss 
of tho commissions duc. 


Compradores Denounced. 


Dr. Wilhelm denounced ‘the at- 
titude of compradores in the 
employ of foreign firms and dcclar- 
cd that they amassed their fortunes 
with the minimum of ris by de- 
manding a‘sharo of the profits and 
refusing to assume responsibility 
over all business secured by them. 
In any business, counsel pointed 
out, all parties, willing to .aceept 
a profit should also be willing to 
stand a part of tho loss. The 
foreign firm, he sald, must pay all 
the overhead expenses, while the 
compradore gets his commissions 
on the gross profits of the firm. 

In this ease, Dr. Wilhelm sald, 
the: compradore was connected 
with the firm for four years and 
would not have stayed that length 
of time if there was no money to 
he made. ‘Ho gladly took his share 
of the profits and shouldbe held 
responsible for the losses. 
acconling to the compradore 
agreement, the attorney asserted.

He informed his 
employers that «the losacs they 
mentioned were derived from non- 
fulfilment of contract on the part 
of bankrupt firms, Dr Wilhelm 
eontended,. that - firma which are 
closed without the due processes 
of the bankruptey courta cannot 
be legally described as bankrupt. 

After further argument the case 
was adjourned for a week to cn- 
able the.contending parties to file 
their briefs. :
